Estate Duty 

New Delhi, the 21st March 1955 

S.R.O. 638. — The following draft of certain amendments which the Central 
Board of Revenue proposes to make to the Estate Duty Rules, 1953, in exercise 
■of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 85 of the Estate Duty Act, 
1953 (34 of 1953), is published as required by the said sub-section, for the 
information of persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration after the 25th April, 1955. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person 
with respect to the said draft before the date specified will be considered by the 
said Board. 

Draft Amendments 

In the said Rules— 

(1) clause (e) of rule 2 shall be omitted; 

(2) to sub-rule (6) of rule 14, the following proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that, if the Controller is satisfied that the principal value so 

ascertained is less than three-fourths of the market value of the 
land at the time of the death of the deceased, the principal value of 
the land shall be estimated under section 36 of the Act.”; 

(3) after rule 31, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“31A. Lodgement of policies with the Controller. — (1) Where a policy o£ 
insurance is taken out for the express purpose of paying estate duty or where 
an existing insurance policy is assigned to tne President of India for the purpose 
of paving estate duty, such insurance policy shall, within one month of the date 
on which the policy is so taken out or assigned, be deposited with the Commis- 
sioner of Income-tax (who is also the Controller of Estate Duty) within whose 
jurisdiction the insured resides. 

(2) In the case of a policy assigned to the President for the purpose of paying 
estate duty, all former deeds of assignments or re-assignments, if any, in respect 
of that policy shall be surrendered to the Controller.”; 

(4) after rule 34, the following rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

“35. Particulars to be furnished by Insurers . — Where an insurance policy is 
taken out for the purpose of paying estate duty or an existing insurance policy 
is assigned to the President of India for the same purpose, the insurer shall, 
within one month of the date on which the policy is taken out or assigned, 
furnish the following particulars to the Assistant Controller of Estate Duty for 
the time being exercising the functions of the Income-tax Officer in respect of 
the insurer, namely: — 

(a) (i) the number of new policies taken out for the purpose of payment 

of estate duty; 

(ii) the names and addresses of the assured; 

(iii) the amount payable under such policies; 

(b) (i) the number of existing insurance policies assigned in favour of 

the President; 

(ii) the names and addresses of the assured; and 

(iii) the amount payable under such policies. 

30. — Particulars to be furnished by statutory corporations in the case of the 
dgtith of the holder of stocks, shares, debentures or other securities. — (1) Where 

irporation incorporated under any enactment for the time being in force has 
tume to know through any of its principal officers or otherwise of the death of 
any person holding stocks, shares, debentures or other securities in such corpora- 
tion, it shall, within one month of the receipt of such knowledge, furnish the 
particulars mentioned in sub-rule (2) to the Assistant Controller or Deputy 
Controller of Estate Duty, for the time being exercising the functions of the 
Income-tax Officer in respect of the corporation. 

(2) (a). Where any transfer of a part or whole of the stocks, shares, debentures 
or other securities standing in the name of the deceased has been registered in 
the books of the corporation and such transfer has been made for valuable con- 
sideration, the following particulars shall be furnished, namely: — 

(i) the name and address of the deceased in whose name the stocks, shares, 
debentures or other securities stood; 
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t ii) the name and address o£ the transferee; 

(iii) the description of the stocks, shares, debentures or securities trans- 

ferred (with distinctive numbers); 

(iv) the nominal value of the stocks, shares, debentures or securities 

transferred; 

(v) the amount of consideration paid by the transferee; 

(vi) the name and address of the transferor to whom or of the broker 

through whom, the consideration was paid; 

(vii) the description of any other stocks, shares, debentures or securities 
still standing in the name of the deceased on the date of furnishing 
the particular. 

(b) Where no transfer of any stocks, shares, debentures or other securities 
standing in the name of the deceased has been registered in the books of the 
corporation, the following particulars shall be furnished, namely: — • 

(i) the name and address of the deceased stockholder, shareholder, deben- 

ture-holder or security holder; 

(ii) the description (with distinctive numbers) of the stocks, sht 

debentures and securities standing in the name of the deceased; 

(iii) the nominal value of the stocks, shares, debentures and securities held; 

(iv) the estimated market value thereof on the date of the death of the 

deceased; 

(v) the name and address of the trustee, administrator or other legal repre- 
sentative of the deceased; 

(vi) whether any application has been received from any person for the 
transfer of such stocks, shares, debentures or securities; and If so, 
the name and address of the person who has applied for transfer. 

(c) Where the deceased was a joint holder of stocks, shares, debentures or 
other securities, the following particulars shall be furnished, namely: — 

(i) the name and address of the deceased joint holder; 

(ii) the name and address of every other person holding the stocks, shares, 

debentures or other securities with the deceased joint holder; 

(iii) the description of the stocks, shares, debentures and other securities so 

held jointly; 

(iv) the nominal value of the stocks, shares, debentures or other securities 

held jointly immediately before the death of the joint holder; 

(v) the beneficial interest of the deceased joint holder in the stocks, shares, 

debentures or other securities if known; 

(vi) the estimated market value of the joint stocks, shares, debentures or 

other securities on the date of the death of the deceased; 

(vii) the name and address of the trustee, administrator or other legal 

representative of the deceased, If known. 

37. — Particulars to be furnished by a Provident Fund or Superannuation Fund 
in the case of the death of a member. — Where the Trustees of a Provident Fund 
recognised for the purposes of the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 (XI of 1922) or 
of a Superannuation Fund approved for the purposes aforesaid, come to know 
the death of a contributor or beneficiary, the Trustees shall, within one moi 
of the receipt of such knowledge, furniBh the following particulars to the 
Assistant Controller or the Deputy Controller of Estate Duty for the time being 
exercising the functions of the Income-tax Officer in respect of such Fund 
namely: — 

(i) the name and description of the Fund; 

(ii) the name and address of the deceased contributor or beneficiary; 

(iii) the amount lying to the credit of the deceased on the date of his death; 

(iv) the names and addresses of the trustees, administrators or other legal 

representatives of the deceased; 

(v) the names and addresses of the persons to whom the amount lying to 

the credit of the deceased is paid."; 
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(5) in Form E.D.l, for paragraph 20, the following paragraph shall be substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

“20. That to the best of my/our knowledge and belief, there is no other pro- 
perty under any title whatsoever in respect of which duty is chargeable on the 
death of the deceased.
